The mew Preimier will be Godbout, 
who had that position for 2 months 
in 1936, after a period as Minister of 
Agriculture. Throughout the cam- 
paign the Premier-elect talked pru- 
vincial affairs, urged a broad agri- 
cultural program, improvement of 
rural life and collective labor con- 
tracts.

Prime Minister Kii saw the 
result as showing: “above all else, 
that the people of Quebec are at one 
with their fellow Canadians of the 
other provinces in their determina- 
tion that a united Canada shall co- 
operate at the side of Britain and

Alberta Wheat Pool For The Peace 
River, Who Was A Visitor To The 
Prairie—Holds Farmers Are Just 
As Much Entitled To A Fair Profit 
As Industrial Canada. 


That the price of wheat for the 
resent should be set at not less than 
1.00 a bushel at Ft. William was the 

opinion of E. H. Keiin, Aiverta 
Wheat Pool director for the Peace 
River, who was a visitor to Grande 
Prairie on Thursday and Friday, en 
route to Calgary to attend a meeting 
of the directors. This he said was 
the opinion of the directors. 

Mr. Keith, in conversation with 
The Herald-Tribune reporter said, 
that he had just held a series of Pool 
meetings from Spirit River to High 
Prairie and at these meetings great 
disappointment was expressed at the 
low price of wheat and the lack of 
policy that will put it on a proper 
relationship with other prices. 

Continuing, Mr. Keith stated that 
the cost of other commodities have 
risen ten per cent and prices promise | 
to go higher. Now the tragedy, so 
far as the farmer is concerned, is that 
he is powerless to advance the price 
of his products, to put it in line with 
the commodities he has to purchase. 
In fact, before the general rise of 
prices, the farmers were not getting 
sufficient for thei- products, and are 
just that much worse off now. 

In reply to a question put by the 
reporter, as to how the proper rela- 
tionship is to be established, Mr. 
Keith said, that the three pools ‘have 
recommended that the Wheat Board 
take over the selli of the entire 
crop and raise the initial payment if 
other commodities continue to rise, 
in order to put the farmer on the 
same plane of prices that Industrial 
Canada is receiving from the British 
Government. 

Touching onthe war, Mr. Keith 
said, that it was not unpatriotic on 
the part of farmers to want a eae 
profit and, he was not suggesti 
profiteering. Wheat, he dieervat 
was just as necessary 2: munitions 
for the successful prosecution of the 
war. 

Discussing the wheat situation 
further, Mr. Keith drew attention to 
the fact that one man was the sole 
buyer for the United Kingdom and 
France. 1 ask what chasace does an 
open speculative market offer to the 
three hundred thousand western 
wheat producers? This one man 
buvs all the wheat he needs at virtu- 
ally his own price, if he chooses, with 
a grain exchange method of opera- 
tion aiding | him in so doing. 

“Briefly,” remarked Mr. Keith, 
“the western wheat farmers are vir- 
tually at the mercy of this one man, 
and only forceful action on the part 
of the Federal Government can save 
them.” 

At the conclusion of the conversa- 
tion, Mr. Keith stated that the whole 
situation as it exists in Western 
Canada, was discussed at length at a 
recent meeting of the Wheat Pooi 
directors held at Calgary, and as a 
result a delegation of three was sent 
to Ottawa to bring pressure to bear 
on the government to rectify the un- 
fair position which the wheat farm- 
ers of the west find themselves. 

Returning to the war, Mr. Keith 
said, there isn’t anything that will 
lend itself to unity like putting every 
industry on the same level in point 
of a fair profit,

tourneau, 50, of Tofield, was killed 

instantly, when the car he was driv-~- 


ing overturned on the Edmonton- 
Tofield highway, about six miles 
west of Tofield, at midnight Satur- 


day. 

Two passengers, Frank D. Carter 
of Edmonton, and John Tough, far- 
mer at Hastings lake, escaped with 
some bruises and scratches and a 
severe shaking. 

The car when rounding a bend in 
the highway at Lindbrook, for some 
unknown reason left the ‘road and 
plunged into the ditch, which is 
about eight feet deep at that point, 
and overturned. The accident was 
investigated by Coroner Dr. F F 
Law of Tofield and Constable Austin 
of the R.C.M.P. Tofield detachment. 
An inquest will not be held, the acci- 
dent being regarded as accidental. 

Mr. Letourneau had been sevre- 
tary-treasurer of the Corn Hill mun- 
icipal district No. 487 at Tofield from 
1938 until about six months ago; and 
prior to that date he had been a 
branch bank manager, first with the 
Merchant’s bank and later with the 
Bank of Montreal at Acme, Carbon, 
Irma and Bentley. He leaves his 
widow, son Dorsey, his mother, one 
brother and two sisters. 

Mr. Letourneau was well-known 
at Grande Prairie. With h's family, 
he came here early in December in 
1938, and formed a partnership with 
T. L. Shultz, and with him operated 
the Capitol Billiar¢ Hall. The part- 
nership was dissolved and Mr. Le- 
tourneau left early in August for Ed- 
monton,. 

Mrs. Letourneau and son, Dorsey, 
remained at Grande P?airie. 

Dorsey left for Edmonton on fSun- 
day by plane and Mrs. Letourneau 
left on Tuesday's train. 

The funeral was held at Edmonton 
and burial took place in the Edmon- 
ton cemetery.

And Farm Produce 


In Canada the War Measures Act 
is in force again, and under its auth- 
ority there has beer created in 
Ottawa an agricultural supplies com- 
mittee the purpose whereof is “to 
keep agriculture functioning in a 
manner which will supply the food 
and fibre needs of the people of Can- 
ada and their Allies in the war dur- 
ing the period of the war and to 
leave the farmer, as far as possible, 
in a position to follow his natural 
peace-time pursuits as the end of the 
war.” 

Special sub-commitiees, aided by 
advisory boards, have been appoint- 
ed to deal with farm products, the 
purchase and distribution of feeds, 
seeds, fertilizers, insecticides, etc. 
The chief aim on the part of the gov- 
ernment, says B. Leslie Emslie, will 
be the promotion of higher quality 
in farm produce, ve it grain, canning 
crops, meat or milk, and advice will 
be disseminated freely on fortilizers, 
insecticides, seed fungicides, feeds 
and mineral supplements for live- 
stock, etc. Profiteering will be pre- 
vented and the farmers interests pro- 
tected. 


HINTS FOR STORING ROOTS 
AND VEGETABLES 


The present world situation makes 
it advisable to conserve all food- 
stuffs, including vegetables, and a 
reported shortage of potatoes in wes- 
tern Canada will encourage everyone 
to save this commodity to the ut- 
most. 

Improper methods of storing roots 
and vegetables account for tremend- 
ous losses each year. On most farms 
there are facilities for storing these 
valuable foods, and a little care ex- 
ercised in the fall of the year in put- 
ting them safely away will assure an 
adequate supply for the winter. 

Two things are essential fer proper 
storage, first a good product, and 
second, good storage conditions. A 
bruised or diseased product not only 
rots itself, but induces rot in sound 
products beside it. Ideal storage 
conditions are usually found in tem- 
peratures ranging from 34 to 38 deg. 
Fala, where the air is reasonably 
moist and where circulation of air is 
good, 

On most farms the house cellar is 

common fJocation for storing vege- 

ibles. Fer inside conditions the fol- 
owing suggestions are made: Car- 
rots, parsnips and beets may be 
placed in bins without covers, or 
even in barrels if there is good ven- 
tilation. These vegetables may also 
be stored safely in clean sand. Par- 
snips rnay be left in the ground until 
just before freeze-up, and then re- 
moved to storage, but carrots and 
beets are injured by fall frosts. Tur- 
nips may be left out until late in the 
fall and they may be stored in bins 
without harm. 

Cabbage should fully mature be- 
fore being harvested, and they will 
withstand some frost. After remov- 
ing the outer leaves and roots, the 
heads may be wrapped in newspaper 
laid on shelves where they will keep 
very well. Piling two ov three deep 
is also permissable. Hanging of the 
cabbages by the roots is a common 


practice, but tends to reduce the 
crispness of the head, 
Onions should be well dried for 


storage. They may be placed in open 
crates where the temperature is low 


and the air is dry. Thick necked 
onions should be used first, as they 
do not keep as well as those with 
thin necks. 


In storing 


potatoes select only the 
sound ones 


It is unwise to pile po- 


tatoes on the floor, as a circulation 
of air cannot occur. They keep well 
in baskets, boxes or crates, or slatt- 
ed bins. No light shewld strike the 
potatoes in stotage as this will cause 
prouting It is advisable to inspect 
them once in a while and remove 
any diseased tuber The storage of

We do not know the exact cause or 
of the disease It is probable 
that the paralysis has come from in- | 
fection in the soil or that possibly 
the stock secured lacks resistance to 
the infection. We cannot say defin- | 
itely whether or not it is transmitted 
from parent stock to chicks, 

In our experience resistance to the | 
disease is built up by selecting and | 
breeding from birds that have sur- | 
vived an attack, and eliminaiing | 
all females that show weakness or | 
susceptiLitity. 

Since young birds are more suscep- 
tible to this disease than are old 
birds, it might be advisable to dis- 
pose of the voung stock entirely and 
purchase older stock known to be 
free of the trouble.

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT: 


By H. G. L. Strange 


Director, Research Dept., Searle 
Grain Company, Lid. 
Viscount Gort, Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Army in France, 
has just expressed his belief that 
men and not machines will win the 

war, 

This is in keeping with the con- 
viction of all the great ccommanders 
of the past; and military history re- 
veals clearly that it was the infantry 
with his bayonet, or the ancient foot 
soldier with his sword, who finally 
won battles. War machines such as 
armored cars, tanks and aircraft all, 
of course, now render valuable help, 
but it is still the foot soldier who will 
decide the final issue. 

But just as war machines require 
fuel in the shape of good oil, so wili 
Viscount Gort’s men require fuel in 
the shape of good food. The last war 
showed unquestionably that the Ger- 
man soldiers towcr’ the end were 
severely weakened by poor food, by 
their tough indigestible black read:
